Americans Could Get Refunds 
Ford Considering 
Of Oil Import Fee 
Appeal 
Ruling 


WASHINGTON <AP) — The 
I S. governm ent, collecting oil 
import fees illegally for the 
l»a-t three years, could owe ev­ 
ery American about $5 plus a 
price reduction of alw>ut 4.3 
cents per gallon on gasoline and 
other petroleum products 
But don’t run out and spend 
tliat money just yet 
you may 
never see a penny oh it. 
For one thing. President Ford 
is considering appealing Mon­ 
d ay’s U.S. Court of Appeals rul­ 
ing that he does not liave the 
authority to place fees on im ­ 
ported oil V\ liite House Press 
Secretary 
Ron 
N essen 
said 
Ford would discuss the possible 
appeal with advisers today in 
Vail, Colo. 
The import fees began in 
April 1973, when then President 
Ricliard M Nixon ended direct 
quota limits on U.S. oil imports 
and replaced them w ith import 
fees, hord raised the fees this 
year, 
But the court said the fees 
“are lieyond the scope of their 
(the presidents’) authority and 
cannot stand." 


The decision could block fur 
ther governm ent collection of 
import fees now totaling up to 
$2.21 per barrel on crude oil, 
$1.23 on gasoline, and $1 12 on 
other refined products and un­ 
finished oils. 
It also could provide the legal 
basis tor further eourt or con­ 
gressional action to refund to 
the public the fees already col­ 
lected si nee April 1973. 
Robert Moore 
head of the 
F ed era l 
E nergy 
A d m in is­ 
tration’s oil import division, e s ­ 
timated J n an interview that 
fees still being collected for im ­ 
ports in June. July and early 
August would bring the total 
fees to around $1.1 billion. 
That am ounts to about $5 for 
every man. woman and child in 
tlie United Stall's, and there 
was already talk of forcing the 
government to make refunds. 
A Federal Energy Adminis­ 


tration official said it w as con­ 
ceivable that consum ers may 
receive “som e type of rebate" 
should the decision stand. 
Uhairman A1 Ullm an. D-Ore., 
of the House Ways and Means 
Com m ittee, and Sen Henry M. 
Jackson. D-Wash., said they 
would propose such legislation. 
Jackson said the court deci­ 
sion “should result in substan­ 
tial reductions in the price of 
gasoline, heating oil and elec­ 
tricity." 
Cancellation of the full effects 
of the oil import fees might re­ 
duce |>etroleum product prices 
by som ething like 4.3 cents per 
gallon, hut there is great uncer- 
tainty whether thosi* effects can 
be fully felt and even whether 
consum ers will really see any 
benefits at all 
ii the court decision w ipes out 
the I S import foes, “this will 
make it easier for them to raise 
prices on foreign oil.

As of Aug. I. when growing 
conditions were checked in the 
fields of the upper Great Plains 
and Northwest, the 1975 harvest 
of durum wheat, mainstay of 
pasta, was estimated at 125 
million bushels — an ^all-time 
record and 58 per cent larger 
than last year’s w*eather-dam- 
aged crop.

U.S. Attorneys 


Urged to Take 
More Tax Cases 


W AS KINGTON (AP) 
The 
Justice Department is pushing 
U.S. attorneys to handle more 
tax prosecutions in an effort to 
reduce an 800-case backlog and 
free top officials to tackle cor­ 
porations and bigtime tax 
cheats. 
As part of the drive, the de­ 
partment's tax division has 
trained about 130 U.S. attorneys 
and their assistants in the in­ 
tricacies of tax prosecutions at 
three seminars this year and 
expects to continue the pro­ 
gram next year. 
“ It was really an attempt to 
shift the trial burden out ol 
Washington to the local of­ 
fices.” said C oho R. Namorato. 
chief of the division's criminal 
section. 
About 40 per cent of some I,* 
500 criminal tax cases brought 
by I he government each year 
are prosecuted in federal courts 
in Washington and handled by 
Namorato s staff of about 50 
lawyers. 
“The thought was that we 
might be able to reduce that 
percentage and have more of 
them handled locally.” Nam­ 
orato said in an interview. 
“ We're 
very 
overworked. 
We've got a tremendous back­ 
log of cases and we also have an 
unbelievable number o! 
re­ 
quests lor trial assistance 
around the country.’* 
Namorato said the backlog 
now stands at about 800 cases. 
up at least 35 per cent from the 
figure a year ago. Most ol the 
pending cases have tns-n re­ 
ceived from the Internal Reve 
nue Service during the past 
year, he added. 
The tax division handles all 
criminal prosecutions for tax 
evasion, false tax returns and 
other tax charges. The division 
receives cases investigated bi­ 
ttie IRS and referred to the de­ 
partment for evaluation and 
prosecution. 
Namorato said he hopes to 
cut the backlog so that each 
case could lie processed in 
three months. 
In addition, he said, spread­ 
ing the work load to local pros­ 
ecutors offices would tree top 
officials to pursue major al­ 
leged violators. 
Namorato said he also hopes 
to step up prosecutions against 
individuals who have per­ 
petrated major tax Irauds. par­ 
ticularly through the use of 
overseas hank accounts. But he 
said the size of the fraud alone 
does not determine w hether the 
department pursues a criminal 
charge. 
He said. * Our goal here is to 
force the voluntary compliance 
with the tax laws. in order to do 
that. we have to strike out at all 
levels ot taxpayers.”

Harvest Eyed 
In California 


SAC ’RAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
( alilornia will 
be over­ 
flowing with grape juice again 
this year but it doesn’t mean 
lower w ine prices, industry ex­ 
perts say. 
I hey say the price of grapes 
will probably drop in the near­ 
record harvest, except maybe 
for the prime varieties thai go 
into the hest dry wines, But 
ttiey say the cost of grapes ac­ 
counts for so little of the retail 
price of wine that a decrease 
cannot make up for inflat lonarv 
pressures on other factors. 


It there s any price cutting, 
look for it in the wines from 
France or Italy, they say. 
The state Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service forecast 
Monday that this year's grape 
crop will be 385 million tons, 
including a record Ufo million 
tons of wine varieties. It said 
the total crop should be one per 
cent larger than 1974. but one 
per cent under that of 1973. 
The record is 3.97 million tons 
in 1965. 


Earlier forecasts had placed 
this year's crop at 4.22 million 
tons, with 1.4 million tons of 
wine varieties. 
Picking is just beginning. The

"Some people are predicting 
lower wine prices, hut all we* 
can say is that a lower price for 
grapes could offset other price 
rises. " said Harvey Posert of 
California's Wine Institute.

made final, he says. 
It you have supplies of these 
products 011 hand, continue to 
use them according to label 
instructions. Miller says if the 
products are officially banned, 
it is best to use supplies on hand 
through normal needs and uses

dump them 
in the 
garbage. 


Miller says the sudden an­ 
nouncement of the "banning” 
ot chlordane and heptachlor 
took entomologists across the 
country by surprise, as they 
liad no immediate knowledge 
this was going to happen.

President Gerald Kurd has completed one year 
in tin' highest office in the land. 
Considering the truly horrible set of circum ­ 
stances in which he ascended to the presidency, 
he has been rem arkably successful The nation 
was shaken to its foundations by the Watergate 
scandals, topped off by the resignation 
of 
R ichard Nixon 
first occurrence of that type in 
I .S. history. 
Till-. ( Ol \T K Y was beset by worries over an 
im rnim ent economic recession, inflation and an 
energy shortage. The foreign outlook was turbu­ 
lent on several fronts. 
Added to those troubles was the fact that Ford 
faced a largely hostile Congress and, moving 
into the presidency without being elected to that 
post, he had no built in groundswell of support 
from the citizenry. 
His first months in office were marked b\ 
peaks and valleys. 
The 
“ honeymoon” 
was 
pleasant but brief, ending w hen he announced his 
pardon of Nixon 
His 
early 
efforts 
to 
straighten 
out 
the 
econoim . although well planned, were largels 
inettective because Congress refused to go along 
w ith most of his recommendations. 
Those first months also were marked b\ his 
personal struggle to establish his own confidence 
as the nation's leader and to set up his own 
operating pattern. 
He didn't accomplish those goals overnight but 
gradually, especially in the last four or five 
months, it dawned on the country's residents 
that here, indeed, was a president in whom thev 
could place their trust. 
One of his most adm irable traits is his com* 
plete honesty 
plus the openness w ith which he 
demands the affairs of his adm inistration be run 
THE F \C T TH \T “ big stories” aren't break 
mg several times daily from the White House 
may be disappointing to the newsmen but it’s 
quite a relief to the country, which had all it 
could stand, and more, the last year Nixon was in 
office 
Although 
it 
has been a 
grinding, 
often- 
d is co u ra g in g 
procedure, 
the 
F ord 
a d ­ 
m inistration has made strides in solidifying the 
economy The inflation rate has been slowed and 
all the signs are present-that the country is 
pulling out of the recession 
Ford has been blocked at virtu a lly every turn 
by Congress in his efforts to deal with the energv 
problem but there now are indications that, at 
long last. Congress is prepared to work w ith him 
on a compromise program . 
Ford's foreign policy approach is not yet clear 
although he has been working diligently’ to build 
'¿p good working relationship with other coun­ 


tries 
I'ho nation may bo in a transition from a 
lorcign policy posture dominated by Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger 
to 
something 
else. 
\\ bother Kissinger w ill continue to call the shots 
on negotiations in the w orld’s hot spots remains 
to be seen, but we re beginning to doubt it. 
We have a hunch the President would like to 
see I S. foreign policy operations return to a 
more “ norm al 
pattern w ith State Department 
facilities and manpower utilized to the utmost 
and both the President and the Congress occupy­ 
ing m ajor roles. 
On the domestic front. Ford has taken on the 
unenviable but extremely 
important job of 
trying to slow up the flow of billions out of the 
ledera) treasury that has been going on for many 
years. 
WE VD.MIHK his courage greatly and believe 
he is perform ing an outstanding service for his 
country. 
S urprisingly, though, his rating in the popu­ 
larity polls has continued to rise steadily while 
he has been applying the brakes to federal 
spending 
Congressmen apparently are more 
worried about the loss of pet projects than are 
the people whom the proposals were intended to 
assist 
Some months ago Congress rejected an a n ti­ 
recession program submitted to it by the White 
House and. instead, sent Ford a bill calling for a 
$22 billion tax cut that went chiefly to people at 
the lower end ol the economic scale. 
The President signed the legislation reluc­ 
tantly but w hen he announced his decision over 
national television he drew a line with a piece of 
chalk over a $60 billion budget deficit figure and 
declared he would perm it the deficit to rise no 
higher. 
SINCE THEN 
lie has vetoed virtually every 
bill that has come to his desk if it involved ex­ 
penditures that would raise the deficit. He has 
turned down agriculture price supports, strip 
mining regulations, an accelerated public works 
bill, aid toeducation, aid to housing, aid to health 
programs and a ir pollution controls. 
W hat’s happening, actually, is that we have a' 
true fiscal conservative in the White House for 
the hrst time in 42 years and the country doesn't 
know quite w hat to make of it — but a good many 
ol the people obviously like it. 
B arring misfortunes between now and the 
Republican convention, Ford should be a shoo-in 
for the GOP presidential nomination in 1976. 
It s been an eventful year for Gerald Ford but 
a good one. We hope he continues to grow in 
stature in the presidency and that the country 
benefits accordingly.

A t the Rail Plan 


The federal government plan to revitalize the 
bankrupt railroad industry in the Northeast and 
M idwest is a comprehensive effort that has 
m any a ttra ctive aspects. 
By no means the least of these is that Ohio 
would be a key state in the reorganization. 
Renovation of six mam ra il lines crossing Ohio is 
given p rio rity in the program submitted to 
Congress by 
the U.S. 
Railway Association 
tJL'SRA» after many months of study. 
One of the six lines to be spotlighted is the 
fo rm e r Pennsylvania R ailroad main route from 
P ittsburgh to Salem to Alliance to Canton to 
Crestline. 
CANTON AND 
Alliance presumably would 
have more and better passenger service, also 
im proved freight service. One of the initial 
projects would be to repair tracks that have 
fallen into disrepair and put them back in top 
condition so trains could move at m aximum 
speeds 
The other five lines in Ohio are the form er New 
Y ork C entral main line between Buffalo and 
Chicago viaCleveland and Toledo, a line betw een 
Cleveland and Indianapolis through Crestline, a 
line between Cincinnati and D etroit via Toledo 
<wid Dayton, one from Galion to Columbus and 
one from Cleveland to Alliance. 
We look w ith some sympathy upon any w or­ 
thw hile effo rt to im prove rail service in the 
United States. We believe there is a real need for 
rt and some blockbuster approach obviously is 
required if it is to be restored to anything ap­ 
proaching its form er prominence. 
However, we have deep misgivings about the 
proposed L’SRA solution. Conrail, which would 
operate seven bankrupt railroads, is being billed 
as a “ quasi-government opera tio n /’ 


Calling a spade a spade, it would amount to 
nationalization of a significant segment of the 
I ’ .S. railroad industry. 
We have grave concern about that. Once the 
federal government moved into operation of the 
railroads, what would be next? The steel in­ 
dustry. m ining or something else? 
It would be interesting to us (although it 
probably never w ill happen) if the government 
backed out of the railroad business completely 
and let it sink or swim on its own. 
If the free-enterprise system is viable, and we 
strongly believe it is, some answer eventually 
would be found in the private sector. 
We aren’t convinced yet that railroads can’t be 
run profitably as private businesses. 
We understand, of course, about the problems 
w ith passenger service. That phase of the 
business never was a tremendous money-maker 
and when it was overtaken by the airlines and 
constantly increasing use of automobiles for 
travel, it went down the drain. 
HOWEVER, the gross income to railroads for 
carrying freight has to be immense. Despite the 
growth of the trucking industry the railroads still 
are the No. 1 carriers on long hauls — in part 
because their freight capacity is so much greater 
than that of trucks. 
As we see it many railroads have failed due to 
incredibly poor management and the constant 
inroads of rail unions who have been a principal 
factor in running operating costs so sky-high that 
there were no profits left—only losses. 
Despite all the potential benefits of Conrail, 
especially in Ohio, we feel Congress should take 
a very long look at the plan before jum ping into 
nationalization of what once was one of this 
country’s leading industries.

That Americans are ignorant

hum iliation to Puerto Ricans, 
particularly nationalists. Now 
the ignorance is being used by 
some activists to hasten their 
separatist ends. The theory is

Process Quickly, Carefully 


COLUMBUS, Ohio - Most 
pickle eaters prefer their pick­ 
les crisp and firm. They don t 
like the "wilted'' taste of soggy 
pickles. 
The ideal way to make crisp 
and firm pickles is through 
promptness and care in hand­ 
ling. say Evelyn Gray. Exten­ 
sion nutritionist, and Jean 
Geisman. professor of horticul* 
tyre at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity 
"When ‘pickles' are selected 
for processing at the proper 
stage and handled according to 
directions, a crispness additive 


hi not needed.'' they explain. 
Still, some older recipes call 
for alum or lime to restore this 
crispness, 
and some 
pickle 
makers feel they should add 
such materials. But the recom­ 
mended crispness aid. powder­ 
ed alum (sold as potassium 
aluminum sulfate), 
is not al­ 
ways available Miss Gray says 
that some ol the substitutes 
used are not as effective as the 
alum or are unsuitable for use 
in food. 
Some homemakers, unable to 
locate alum, have used a turn i 
num ammonium sulfate, which 
may discolor the pickles as the 
ammonia escapes, according to 
Miss Gray.

amounts of oxygen the oxygen is 
needed to metabolize the food you 
eat to release the food energy so 
you can use it. If there is not 
enough oxygen, regardless of how 
much you eat, there will not be 
enough energy, hence fatigue. 
Mow much a person can do w ith 
emphysema depends entirely on 
how much lung damage has oc­ 
curred. In the early stages of the 
disease the individual may have 
few or no symptoms. The first 
thing he will notice is that he 
doesn’t have the same exercise 
capacity he used to have. He may 
plenty 
of 
oxygen 
for 
resting 
energy needs, but not enough to 
run 
a 
mile. 
As 
the 
disease 
progresses 
and 
less 
and 
less 
oxygen is delivered, he reaches 
the stage where he is tired even 
sitting and finally 
must have 
oxygen therapy to support life. 
th e exercise itself or work will 
not hurt the lungs or make the 
emphysema worse. It might even 
help it if the person is still able to 
exercise some. A person with 
emphysema should not undertake 
a vigorous exercise program 
without his doctor's permission. 
But. if he still has enough lung 
function to increase his oxygen 
supply when he increases 
his 
activity, then walking and even 
mild sports within his capacity 


are helpful to him as they are tor 
healthy people. 
I think the- person with em­ 
physema bad enough to cause 
breathlessness should limit the 
type of exercise to levels that 
avoid breathlessness. This is a 
good rule for everyone, but 
breathlessness may occur sooner 
lor the person with emphysema.

severe, some form 
of 
light 
ea lest hen les, 
exercises

stretch the muscles and tendons 
and help to maintain muscle tone, 
are useful A lew light exercises, 
even a slow walk, are hett(*r than 
sitting all day. 
( >f course, there is a point where 
the diesease gets so had that the 
problem is supporting life even at 
rest. Sitting or watching TV all 
day in these eases is not good, but 
there is no other choice.

alcoholism, and it as a factor in the 
reddening ol the skin you noted.

If the bidding of today's hand 
looks funny, don't blame us. 
Victor Mollo wanted South to be 
in a four-heart contract and this 
shows how he might get there. 
Victor asks. "After ruffing 
the spade lead what cards 
should be played to the next 
three tricks?" 
The answer is: “ Ace of 
diamonds, king of diamonds, 
ace of clubs." 
If South can score seven 
tricks in trumps plus two 
diamonds and one club, he 
makes his contract. In other 


words, a cross ruff is indicated. 
It is easy to see why he 
cashes dum m y’s ace and king 
of diamonds 
to prepare the 
cross r\iff. It is a trifle harder 
to see why the ace of clubs is 
taken next. However, look what 
happens if South doesn't cash 
that ace of clubs 
When South ruffs a diamond. 
East discards one club: when 
he ruffs the last diamond East 
discards his last dub. South 
makes seven trumps and two 
diamonds, but the ace of dubs 
has been made into a loser.

Inexpensive 
imports attracted urban com­ 
muters looking for a second car 
that was economical to operate 
and easy to park. 
Higher labor and material 
costs in the United States gave 
imports a price advantage and 
during one period in 1971. im­ 
ports took 22 per cent of Ameri­ 
can new car sales, an all-time 
monthly record. 
The 1971 repeal of the federal 
excise tax on cars and the de­ 
valuation of the dollar suddenly 
made American small cars 
cheaper, however, cutting the 
imports' market share in half 
by October 1971 
The latest import boom was 
triggered by the Mideast oil 
em bargo in the fall of 1973, 
Fears of gasoline shortages 
produced a massive switch in 
buying habits as consumers 
traded tor smaller ears.

C LEV ELA N D , Ohio <AP> 
Authorities decided to break up 
demonstrations at Kent State 
I'niversity in 1970 even when 
the rallies began peacefully, a 
lormer Ohio Highway Patrol 
officer testified Monday. 
I.ater. former Kent 
Mayor 
Leroy SiUrom told the jury the 
decision to disperse a. May 1, 
1070, antiwar rally 
was an 
agreement between cits, uni­ 
versity and Guard officials. 
“ Every time we had a dem­ 
onstration in those times, it led 
to violence and destruction," 
said former Maj. Donald E. 
Manly Jr. 
The May 4 rally “ had every 
potential" to end like the oth- 
ors, he added. 
Four students were shot to 
death and nine others wounded 
as Ohio National Guardsmen 
tried to disperse the protest. 
The victims are suing present 
and former guardsmen and 
state officials for $46 million in 
damages. 
On cross-examination. Manly 
admitted the demonstration 
“ was not out of hand” when the 
troops set 
out 
across 
the 
campus Commons to disperse 
it. 
Attorneys for the shooting 
victims say they hope to show 
that their clients were denied 
their constitutional rights of 
freedom of speech and assem­ 
bly. The lawyers claim the dis- 
l*ersal and the shootings that 
Iollowed were illegal. 
The meeting at which the ral­ 
ly ban was decided on came the 
same day as the shootings.

Kent State Here Becomes 
Campus of Adult Students 


The most striking fact to 
em erge from a recent study 
at the Kent State University- 
Salem Campus 
is 
that 
it 
quickly has become a cam pus 
of adult students. 
.I n 1973. 17-19 year-olds 
made up 57.6 per cent of the 
student body; 
in 1975 the 
percentage for this age group 
dropped to 11.9 per cent. 
Perhaps related in part to 
the abolition of the draft, 
fewer students during 
the 
past two years cam e directly 
from 
high school 
to the 


cam pus. Instead, students of 
this area seem to be waiting 
two, three and sometimes 
many more years before they 
return to strhool. 
THE AVERAGE ACE 
of 
students is now 26 years, with 
the 20-25 a g e group a c ­ 
counting for 48.3 per cent, the 
26-30 age group. 20 per cent, 
and the group over 30, another 
20 per cent. 
Being older, students in­ 
creasingly tend to hold down 
part-time and full-time jobs 
while attending classes. In

1973 68 per cent were em ­ 
ployed; in 1975 the number 
rose to about 75 per cent. 
About one in four works 40 
hours or more each week at a 
full-time job. 


It 
is 
not 
su rp risin g, 
therefore, that the percentage 
of full-tim e studen ts has 
fallen (from 85 per cent in 
1973 to 68 per cent in 1975) and 
the percentage of part-time 
students 
has 
m ore 
than 
doubled (from 15 per cent in 
1973 to 32 per cent in 1975). 
Hence, very numy students 
are financially on their own 
and paying for their own 
education.

cent are fairly certain or very 
certain of their particular 
field of study.) 
A SI UPRISINGLY

number aspire to professional 
and managerial rather than 
middle level occupations and 
their 
educational 
e x ­ 
pectations reflect their high 
work aspirations. 
Only 20 per cent of the

they 
would

satisfie d with a tw o-year 


associate degree, while 78 per 
cent expressed their hope of 
obtaining a bachelor’s or a 
graduate degree.

Applied to home heating 
and cooling, this means that 
the higher the R-Values of the 
building m a teria ls around 
you — particularly in the attic 
the less energy it takes to 
heat and cool your home. 
1 hat. of course, translates 
into significant savings on 
your utility bills. 


Mr. 
Kimpflen and 
other 
energy experts agree that 
optimal home energy savings 
are possible with at least six 
inches of R-19 liber glass 
insulation between the joists 
on the attic floor. That six 
inches is equivalent in R- 
Value to eight feet of brick, 
plaster or cement. 14 feet of 
sand or gravel, two feet of 
plaster board, four feet of 
filled cement blocks, or l'_. 
feet of plywood!

The sm ar­ 
test. best groomed people are 
as guilty as those not so well 
dressed. 
In our society some regard 
manners as passe, or maybe 
as a form of dishonesty, a 
kind of put-on. The philosophy 
expressed in the phrase “free 
to be me” is popular. It is 
interpreted as the right to 
make the self comfortable in 
a n y 
e n v i r o n m e n t , 
disregarding the rights and 
com fort 
of 
others 
and 
disregarding the need to 
preserve 
the 
environment. 
Rights of others 
•* 
Some 
may 
defend 
the 
mannerless by saying that 
social forms have become 
meaningless. Is this because 
of failure to recognize and 
teach the meanings and to 
provide 
exam ples’* 
A 
democratic and cooperative 
so icty requires form 
for 
survival because it implies 
equal 
rights. This 
is 
the 
pi nciple 
behind 
a 
co­ 
ot rative society. Today 
absence of manners is the 
ioi!e, the principle is “me 
first.’’ There is a common 
denominator for manners and 
morals. 
Being brought up with 
“good” manners, however, 
doesn’t guarantee high moral 
performance. 
A child from a home where 
manners are expected sud­ 
denly 
develops 
another 
language, is rude and care­ 
less in personal habits. The 
parent says, “He was never 
like this before.’’ He has been 
infected by his peers. This can 
happen at an early age, or it 
may be delayed until the col­ 
lege experience. What can be 
done? How can we vaccinate 
to prexent infection? 
\dult attitudes 
The responsibility begins 
with the adults and with their 
attitudes, and their aware­ 
ness of the seriousness of the 
situation. C arelessness of 
others’ rights at age seven 
can develop into disregard of 
others rights and ownership 
'hat may end in violence 
Help must come from adults 
who in their own behavior ob- 
->erve not only the letter of the 
law but who go beyond what 
the law requires. 
A 
second step is adult 
relationships with the young. 
Adults must respect youth 
*nd afford them the same 
kind of treatment they ask for 
themselves 
This dioes not 


mean coddling. The young 
need the adult who plays his 
role of parent, teacher, or 
counsellor well. He does not 
try to insinuate himself into 
the child’s regard by playing 
pal, but he earns respect and 
affection by his courage to 
stand up for his convictions. 
Youth needs the adult who 
means whag he says and 
whose honesty is apparent in 
his attitude's and actions. 
Value of limits 
Youth needs adults who 
know the value of limits and 
are aware thaf limits are not 
restrain ts 
but 
flexible 
boundaries. 
It takes great strength of 
character to be a 
parent 
today, to do what others are 
not doing. But certainly, if 
children saw adults prac­ 
ticing genuine concern for 
others, if children were held’
